',-—The man of the future 
may not be any inore generous or 
charitable than the man of today, but 
literally speaking,' he Tv-i!l have a much 
bigger heart.-' This, a-s well as other 
even more radical changes ir. the anat- 
omy of man,'will CO7T16'about'as the 
result of the'general adoption 'of avia- 
tion. . 
The man'of tociay'is riot fit'to fly. His 
heart is neither large nor strong 
enough to withstand the stress and 
strain of high altitudes. 
Of course, 
there . are exceptions, ancl :t wail be 
these.'exceptions that will survive. In 
each successive generation the human 
heart will be better adapted to the new 
conditions, and when "the flying age" | 
at last arrives it will be found that i 
men will be very different to what 
they are today..

will- have, a large, elastic heart and 
fuller arteries, .3.0. as to. stand the strain 
Qf continual high blood pressure. 
. "Th'e .future .man's-rlegs .will., frcrm 
lack-of use,.become small and atro- 
phid. 
"The necessity for a smaller, supply 
of blood.to them, coupled with the 
larger heart necessary, will make- for 


the development of larger and heavier 
chest and" shoulders.. The man of the 
future, therefore, will tend to become 
rather top-heavy, but not more mus- 
cular. 


"His face will be of the ferrety type. 
His upper jaw will be greatly devel- 
oped, arid his expression keen, restless 
and eternally, strained.

evaded. 


Another stnry in circulation where Federal

ficials assemble is that when favored attorneys wished 
to land a Chinese woman 
who was detained on a 


steamer because she could not show that she was be- 
ing brought here for legitimate purposes, if a favored 
lawyer was retained 
by the Chinese, he was. per- 


mitted to take a highbinder from Chinatown in this 
city on board the vessel, ^here he and the woman 
were married. Then the woman was landed as the 
wife of the Chinese "merchant."

Supreme Court ClerK's Staff 


The office of the Clerk of the Supreme Court is 


preparing for some changes 
in its 
patronage list. 


Frank L. Caughey. who. for the four years preceding 
January 1st hist, was clerk of the court, and who since 
that date has- been chief deputy under Grant Taylor, 
his successor, has been appointed postmaster at Ukiah. 
There has been some 
"kicking'' 
up in 
Mendocino 


county over this selection made by Congressman Mc- 
Kinlay, but .t is said there were some "obligations" 
to be met and now'Caughey awaits the arrival of his 
co nmission or certificate of appointment. 


This wiil leave a place open for Slate Senator Geo. 


S. Walker of San Jose, who \\as an earh candidate for 
the job of chief deputy supreme court clerk, provided 
he could not land what he preferred, the office of 
State Labor Commissioner, which has now been given 
to Supervisor John P. McLaus>hlin of this city. Senator 
Walker has also been mentioned for a place on the 
Harbor Commission, if the administration can find a 
way for legislating a third vacancy in that board. 
But 


in case he also fails to secure the latter place it is be- 
lieved that the Senator will be fairly content to settle 
down as chief deputy under Taylor at $24-QO a year. 


It is .said that there soon will be another vacancy 


in the Supreme Court Clerk's staff and thereby an ad- 
ditional, opening effected for another nf the insurgent 
faithful in search of his reward of a job. H. G. Grant

diminished by $6CO a year, will sever his connection 
with the office in April. 
While Clerk Taylor has 


made his selections for these places he has not ytt 
given publicity to his choice, so that the ambitious are 
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still at liberty to scramble for them without in any 
manner conflicting' with the rules of the game.

It is doing more business since the first of 
this year than ever before and its prospects are con- 
side -ed fine by the lessee. This is why the Eastern 
and foreign companies are finding it no easy matter 
to ret hold of one of these first-class caravansaries. 


If they do not build here other people will. But it is 
doubtful if the latter will try to rival the three exist- 
ing big institutions.

Some Wires Crossed 


There are some wires crossed at Sacramento which 


are embarrassing Senator A. E. Boynton of Butte 
county, one of the reform legislators. The Senator 
when not at Sacramento lives in this city most of the 
time as secretary for the electric power and -water 
companies of W. P. Hammon, one of the men of Cali- 
fornia who has entered the millionaire class during 
the past ten years. Hammon is a big electric power 
and light operator over in Nevada as well as in Cali- 
fornia. In the former State he derives his power for 
generating electricity from the Truckee river, which 
is supplied from Lake Tahoe. Some time ago Ham- 
mon made an arrangement with the Secretary of the 
Interior's office by which it is to control the flow of 
water from the la'ke into the river, there being- a dam 
at the head of the stream for that purpose. The gov- 
ernment wants this control to properly supply the 
Carson and Truckee irrigation scheme east of Reno. 
Its doing so will not interfere with Hammon's power 
plant's needs, and the new arrangement frees him 
from all damage claims of properly owners around the 
lake in case of overflow, resulting from the closing of 
the dam at times. A lot of the reform legislators 
think the arrangement may at times result in a great 
draining- of the lake as well as in overflows at other 
times when the dam is closed, contingencies which 
will mar the region as a great summer resort. Hence 
they are agitating for a cancellation of the arrange- 
ment and have the sympathetic support of Governor 
Johnson. 
Of course, Senator Boynton does not ap- 


prove of the agitation, but has to sit by and see the 
crossed wires working overtime. 
RanK of Lord Decies 


"Baron or Lord Decies and his American bride are 


not high enough in rank to attend the coronation of 
King George in Westminster Abbey next summer 
without a special invitation from the king, which I 
doubt not will be forthcoming," is what a professional 
man from London at present in the city was telling 
some friends and myself the other evening.

York, a cousin of the California Crockers, has the 
right to attend the coronation service with his coun- 
tess. The Hon. John Ward, youngest brother of the 
Earl of Derby, who married the daughter of Ambas- 
sador Whiteiaw Reid and who is at present in this 
State with his wife, must, like the Baron Decies, re- 
ceive a special invitation for himself and wife, which 
no doubt he will get."

The Western Pacific railroad, being the. newer line, has nat- 
urally been the greater sufferer from these troubles, particularly in 
the gorge of the Feather river, where long stretches of the steep 
slopes have been indermineJ to provide a roadbed for the tracks 
Doubtless the engineers of the Panama canal heartily welcome the 
occurrence of these landslides now while the great waterway is in 
course of construction which, gives them greater assurance of keep- 
ing it permanently free from obstruction after it shall have been 
opened to the world's commerce. 


The Milk of the Cocoanut. 


Why do not the proponents of the Wolfe annexation scheme 


give their real reason for wanting to make the Alameda towns a 
part of San Francisco? Why don't they say outright what they are 
whispering around privately—that they want the people of Oak- 
land, Berkeley and Alameda to help them fight the labor unions in 
San Francisco? That behind the annexation scheme is the threat of 
a labor war? The people on this side of the bay do not want any 
labor war and they object to being drawn into internecine conflicts 
having their origin in San Francisco politics and San Francisco labor 
disputes. We want peace and the right to manage our own affairs. 
We have no wish to interfere in the affairs of our neighbors, still 
less to be marshaled in a war not of our making. If Albert H, El- 
liot and Warren Olney and Hugh Craig would state the truth frank- 
ly they would acknowledge that one of the purposes they design 
to accomplish by annexation is enlisting the people on this side of 
the bay in a project to break the power of the labor unions in San 
' Francisco and destroy their political supremac}' in that city. This 
scheme is talked about freely in private, but the men who talk it 
privately are careful not to say in public what they are saying un- 
der the rose. They do not tell the people that one of their objects 
is to force the open shop on San Francisco by annexing the sur- 
rounding towns, or that it is their purpose to rob Vallejo of the 
navy yard. They want to move the navy yard to Hunter's Point 
and make Yerba Buena island a general railway terminal, in the 
hope that Oakland's port development can be arrested. It is a great 
scheme, but don't those who hatched it tell the people about it? 


If Congressman Macon of Arkansas does not like the way Peary 


discovered the North Pole the people of the United States are will- 
ing to grant him an unlimited leave of absence to go and discover 
it in his own way.

-.foolish diatribes make Peary's pretensions look respectable and dig- 


nified by comparison. 


The deadlock in the New York Legislature does not appear to 


be so much an issue between candidates as it is whether or not the 
"boss of Tammany Hall shall name the Senator. 
He holds a major- 


ity of the Democratic votes in the hollow of his hand, but thus far 
a determined minority has vetoed his right to name the Senator. 
T+iat seems to be the chief objection to William F. Sheehan, the 
Democratic caucus nominee. He is opposed because Charlie Mur- 
phy selected him and packed the caucus in his beHalf. Thus Mur- 
phy's influence is at once Sheehan's strength and weakness. 


Ratification of the Treaty With Japan. 


The action of the Senate in ratifying the new treaty negotiated 


with Japan will be commended by every right-thinking < itizen. 
President Tart is to be heartily congratulated on the resi Its at- 
tained, for the terms of the treaty amply protect all of our irterests 
not only in our Oriental possessions, but also on the Pacific Coast, 
and it gives the assurance of a long period of peace in the ->acific. 
It puts an end to the jingoism which has been responsible or the 
disquieting feeling which has disturbed Japan and the Pacific States 
for some years past and disposes effectually of the coolie in migra- 
tion bogie, for while the treaty is silent on the question of exclusion 
the diplomatic correspondence published in connection with the 
treaty proves conclusively that in the course of the negotiati >ns the 
President has been given the strongest assurances that th i Japa- 
nese government will exercise a rigorous supervision over -'migra- 
tion from that country to the United States and its insular posses- 
sions to prevent an influx of undesirables into American territory. 
Through, the elimination of the exclusion piovision in tie new 
treaty, Japanese pride has been gratified and the bonds of friend- 
ship between the two nations greatly strengthened. 


The opposition against the treaty which manifested i self at 


Sacramento was due to a misunderstanding of its provisions and an 
unwarranted fear that the bars had been let down to the unrestricted 
influx of Japanese laborers to the Pacific States. 
But tin Presi- 


dent s assurances that _ the present restrictions which the Jipanese 
government is enforcing will be continued to be enforced ui dcr the 
new treaty have happily dissipated all fears in that respect and 
broken down all opposition to the convention. The ratific ition of 
the new treaty has given great satisfaction in Tokio to tre Japa- 
nese and also to American residents. 
The convention will undoubt- 


edly establish the most cordial relations between the two cnmtries 
and mutually advance their commercial interests. 
It is already ac- 


cepted by the Japanese ministry as a new evidence of American con- 
fidence in the good faith of Japan, all of which is duly appi eciated. 


The constitutional amendment providing for the reca 1 of all 


State, county and municipal officers, including judges, has passed 
the Senate, but its fate in the Assembly is problematical. 
If the 


judiciary were eliminated from the operation of the measure it 
would go through without question, but the inclusion of judges in 
the list of officers who may be recalled at the instance of a small 
percentage of voters has provoked antagonism in unexpected quar- 
ters. The amendment requires the affirmative vote of fifty-"our As- 
semblymen before it can be submitted to the electorate. Should it 
pass the Assembly it could not be voted on till Novembei, 1912— 
nearly two years hence, which will allow ample fime for discussion 
and examination. It is to be hoped that the Assembly w 11 kill it 
now.

Minimum Through the Use of 


the Engine. 


Gradually Doing Away With Horses and 


Mules Where the Saving Is 


So Great. 


l Is taking1 the place of feed, for dis- 


tillate and gasoline are cheaper than oats, 
und the modern farmer Js out to save the 
nickels in a systematic way. 


SAVING FOR -FARMERS. 


But It has taken the farmer yearn to 


discover that he can save two-thirds of 
his operating expenses working: with pow- 
er Instead of noises 
and 
mules. And 
while trying at first merely to operate

Tho production of market broilers only, ! 
would the last choice of all the branch- 
es of poultry keeping, although It can. be 
made profitable with a lot of hard work 
and stlcktoltiveness. "When combined with 
other branches such as fancy poultry, ca- 
pons, etc., it wilt provide a handsome liv- 
ing for the energetic keeper. This can 
best be accomplished by securing the beet 
stock obtainable to start with, thus select- 
ing1 the choicest specimens for a higher 
prlo* than the brollors will bring. 
Since it is possible to raise such a large 
flock of poultry from a single pair of. birds 
in a year 01 two, there Is positively no 
reason for breeding- inferior stock,1 besides, 
tha cost of raising a' ten-dollar or higher 
priced bird is no greater than to ralsa 
birds worth a dollar each. 
The most essential part of tbe poultry 
business is in being able to reproduce the 
stock. With the old methods of trusting 
to luck in raising the chickens, many of 
tho people who attempted this work found 
themselves unlucky. First master the de- 
tails of the production of hatchable eggs 
and livable chickens, ar.d all the other 
work will come easy, making the business 
a decided success.

Blocks Is Promoting the Work 


of Park-Making 


The fine weather has given new life to all manner of improve- 


ments, public arc! private, in Oakland. Many sections in the city 
are-the scenes of great activity once more. This is particularly the 
case in the center of the main retail business district, where a half 
dozen skyscraper structures are in various stages of development. 
In the city hall block the excavation of big pits for the foundations 
and basements of the Capwell emporium and the new city hall is in 
progress, and from the excavation of the pit for the former structure 
a continuous stream of wagons is moving all day along between the 
Lake Shore and Pcralta parks and the scene of operations disposing 
of the spoil. This phase of human activity will be greatly increased 
in a short while when the contractor employed to excavate the city 
hall foundation pit begins work. 
Cellar Excavations Perform Double Service 


These excavations are performing a double function. They are 


not only preparing the site for two of the larger class of buildings 
being erected in Oakland, but they are also furnishing material for 
park-making purposes. The strip of land along the shore of Lake 
Merritt north of the TV elfth street dam is being graded with the 
spoil from these cellar excavations and will soon be in a condition for 
the development of lawns and flower beds and the planting of orna- 
mental shrubbery and trees. 
Surfacing Peralta Partt Lands 


The surfacing of Peralta Park is also being- carried out with the 


same material. These two excavationb promise to furnish enough 
material to surface several acres of this park. The dredgings from 
Lake Merritt deposited on the marsh which formed the site of this 
park has drained and solklified so that the surface 
is now hard 


enough to carry the weight of teams and loaded wagons and the 
completion of the work of park reclamation is now possible. As the 
surfacing of the park proceeds, the improvement of the ground will 
follow. 
All Hinds of Waste Used in ParK-MaKing 


It will take a year or two, ho\vever, to complete the surlacing 


of this park, as the only material available for the purpose is that 
obtained from the cleaning of street gutters and street 
sweeping1, 


from stables and other sources of refuse and from cellar excavations. 
Value of Waste Paper in Reclamation 


The waste paper and other dry material obtained from stores, 


printing offices and oiher business establishments is all used in the 
making of the parks reclaimed from the salt marshes. Such waste 
is employed as a mattress to prevent the salt reaching- the surface soil 
by capillary attraction, and thus facilitating the 
development oC 


lawns, flower beds and the propagation of trees and 
ornamental 


shrubbery. In time the winter rains and summer sprinkling will 
leach the salt entirely out of the reclaimevl marsh lands that are being 
parked.
